Anyway the future of libraries in 
Alabama “looks pretty.” The appro- 
priation for the State Public Library 
Service Division has been liberally in- 
creased. The office of School Libraries 
Consultant for the State Department 
of Education is filled after a vacancy 
of several years. There are more open- 
ings for trained school librarians in 
Alabama than the Library School at 
the State University can fill. 


Best of all, there is excellent co- 
operation between all state library 
leaders, and they seem to have the solid 
backing of Alabama educators. Plans 
are about completed for a state library 
institute to be held at the University 
of Alabama in June which will be 
financed by the University as a voca- 
tional project.
